Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  hand  you  my  report  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  your  District,  for 
that  part  of  this  year,  during  which  I  held  the  post  of  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  viz.  from  January  to  April  28th,  1905. 

In  March  last  in  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1904,  you  will  remember 
I  drew  your  attention  to  the  satisfactory  sanitary  condition  of  your  District,  to 
the  low  death-rate,  and  to  the  comparative  freedom  of  the  town  from  notifiable 
infectious  disease. 

It  is  with  considerable  satisfaction  that  I  am  able  to  inform  you  that  the 
same  satisfactory  state  of  things  continued  up  to  the  expiration  of  my  term  of 
office.

To  give  statistics  and  rate,  would  be  useless  at  this  stage,  and  will  be 
supplied  to  you  by  my  successor  Dr.  Lock,  in  his  Annual  Report  for  the  year. 

The  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  were  16.  This  low  figure  is  most 
satisfactory.  Three  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified,  but  despite  every  effort 
the  source  could  not  be  definitely  located.

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  lay  before  you  my  report  for  that  portion  of  1905  for  which  I  have 
been  your  Medical  Officer.  The  statistics  are,  however,  for  the  whole  year,  and 
to  enable  me  to  shew  these  I  have  utilised  my  predecessors  figures.  The 
general  scheme  of  the  report  follows  the  lines  suggested  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  the  various  districts  of  the  County  of  Middlesex.

HOUSES. 

During  the  year  65  new  houses  and  shops  have  been  certified  for  habitation. 

The  number  of  houses  now  in  the  district  is  2,273  ;  the  average  number  of 
inhabitants  per  house  being  approximately  4.

The  Birth  Rate  is  28*5  ;  a  slight  fall  as  compared  with  the  previous  year, 
in  which  the  number  of  Births  was  only  one  less.  It  is,  however,  still  above  the 
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average  of  the  last  io  years  for  which  the  figure  is  263,  and  also  above  the  rate 
for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales. 

The  excess  of  Births  over  Deaths  is  only  103  as  compared  with  133  last 

year. 


MARRIAGES. 

There  were  114  Marriages  solemnised  in  the  district  during  1905, 
distributed  as  follows  :

These  figures  are  deceptive  inasmuch  as  a  considerable  number  of  the 
Marriages  which  took  place  at  the  Register  Office  were  between  non-residents — 
probably  at  least  35. 

DEATHS. 


The  nett  total  of  deaths  at  all  ages  belonging  to  the  district  was  1 59, 
giving  a  rate  of  17-3  per  thousand  living.  Last  year  the  figures  were  128  and 
I4’3  per  1,000.  The  average  figures  for  the  last  10  years  are  144  and  i6-8  per 
1,000.  The  actual  number  of  deaths  occurring  within  your  district  was  132, 
being  24  in  excess  of  the  previous  year  ;  one  of  these,  however,  was  a  non¬ 
resident.  At  the  Workhouse  22  deaths  belonging  to  this  district  occurred ;  2  at 
Wandsworth  Lunatic  Asylum,  and  1  at  the  joint  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 


INFANTILE  DEATH  RATE. 

Twenty-nine  deaths  of  Infants  under  1  year  of  age  took  place;  this  gives  a 
death  rate  of  no  per  1,000  births — an  improvement  on  the  last  2  years,  but  still 
greatly  in  excess  of  what  one  would  like  to  call  normal  figures.  This  excess 
must  be  put  down  to  various  preventable  causes,  the  chief  of  which  are  improper 
feeding  (under  which  must  be  included  bottle  feeding),  ignorance,  and  want  of 
cleanliness. 

The  causes  of  death  were  as  follows  : — Measles,  1  ;  Whooping  Cough,  3  ; 
Diarrhoea,  4  ;  Enteritis,  1  ;  other  Septic  diseases,  I  ;  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia, 
7  ;  Premature  Birth,  3  ;  other  diseases,  9. 
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SENILE  MORTALITY. 

Fifty-two  deaths  occurred  among  persons  65  years  of  age  and  over  ;  an 
increase  of  7  on  last  year’s  figures,  and  giving  a  percentage  of  33  J  of  the 
Total  Deaths. 


ZYMOTIC  DEATH  RATE. 

The  seven  diseases  taken  by  the  Registrar  General  are  : — Small-pox,  no 
deaths  ;  Measles,  3  ;  Scarlet  Fever,  o  ;  Diphtheria,  2  ;  Whooping  Cough,  4 ; 
Fever  (Typhus,  Enteric  and  other  continued),  O ;  and  Epidemic  Diarrhoea, 
6;  giving  a  total  of  15,  and  a  rate  of  16  per  1,000  persons  living;  this  compares 
favorably  with  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales,  for  London  and  for  the  County 
of  Middlesex. 


NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

A  table  is  appended  shewing  the  number  of  notifications  received  from  the 
two  parishes  constituting  your  district. 

With  regard  to  the  case  of  Small-pox  notified  ;  subsequent  investigation 
shewed  that  it  was  of  another  character,  so  that  the  district  was  really  free  from 
this  disease. 

The  case  of  Enteric  Fever  was  in  a  patient  who  had  only  a  few  days 
previously  come  into  the  district,  and  w7as  thus  probably  contracted  elsewhere. 

The  8  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  scattered,  and  had  apparently  no  connection 
with  one  another. 

f 

The  same  remark  applies  to  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  which  were  also 
8  in  number. 

Varicella  was  notifiable  only  for  the  first  3  months  of  the  year,  so  the 
figures  for  this  disease  are  of  no  statistical  value. 

There  was  a  widespread  outbreak  of  Measles  in  June  and  July,  necessitating 
the  temporary  closure  of  ‘the  Windsor  Street  Infants’  School  and  the  St. 
Andrew’s  Infant  School.  There  were  3  deaths  from  this  disease.  I  might  point 
out  here  that  the  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  and  whooping  cough 
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(4  during  last  year)  are  usually  greater  than  those  from  scarlet  fever  or 
diphtheria.  This,  I  believe,  may  be  accounted  for  to  a  large  extent  by  the 
tendency  of  parents,  especially  among  the  poorer  classes,  to  disregard  the 
seriousness  of  these  complaints  and  their  complications. 


DISINFECTION. 

I  trust  that  the  provision  of  a  Steam  Disinfector  will  not  be  long  delayed. 
It  is  impossible  to  efficiently  carry  out  disinfection  of  bedding  and  clothing 
without  it. 

The  method  now  employed  for  the  disinfection  of  rooms  is  to  spray  and 
vapourise  formalin  in  the  rooms,  and  where  necessary  to  strip  the  walls  and 
cleanse  the  ceilings.  Thirty-five  rooms  have  been  sprayed  and  fumigated,  and 
in  8  cases  the  walls  and  ceilings  were  stripped  and  cleansed. 


HOUSING. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. — There  are  13  registered,  these  have  been 
frequently  inspected ;  8  contraventions  of  regulations  were  discovered  and 

rectified. 

Houses  let  in  Lodgings. — In  view  of  the  increasing  number  of  small  houses 
being  built  in  the  district  I  pointed  out  to  the  Council  the  desirability  of  adopting 
Bye-laws  for  the  houses  let  in  lodgings  ;  the  Council,  however,  did  not  see  their 
way  to  carry  this  into  effect. 

Fourteen  cases  of  overcrowding  were  discovered  ;  the  majority  of  these  of 
a  serious  character ;  notices  were  served,  and  in  all  cases  the  nuisance  was 
abated. 

In  one  hundred  and  two  cases  dilapidated  and  dirty  houses  were  repaired 
and  cleansed. 

Thirty-four  private  yards  have  been  paved  and  drained,  and  in  14  cases  the 
surfaces  adjoining  houses  have  been  paved.  12  basements  have  been  rendered 
impervious.  104  houses  were  found  to  be  without  dust  bins  ;  these  have  now 
been  provided.  In  this  connection  I  should  like  to  point  out  the  desirability  of  a 
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more  frequent  removal  of  refuse ;  this  should  be  done  at  least  once  a  week.  I 
believe  that  this  would  help  to  lessen  the  amount  of  Epidemic  Diarrhoea  which 
recurs  yearly  in  the  summer  months,  and  which  helps  to  raise  the  Infantile  Death- 
rate. 


The  Water  Supply  has  been  ample  and  of  good  quality  ;  practically  all  the 
houses  are  supplied  from  the  Public  Water  Service  ;  an  improvement  in  the 
supply  to  the  high  levels  is  still  under  consideration. 

Drainage  and  Sewage. — A  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  done 
in  improving  the  condition  of  the  closets  and  drains,  especially  in  some  of 
the  yards;  102  closets  have  been  repaired  or  otherwise  improved;  36  have  been 
newly  constructed. 

Eighteen  drains  have  been  re-constructed. 

Practically  all  the  houses  are  now  provided  with  water  closets,  and  over 
95%  of  the  houses  drain  into  the  sewers  ;  this  might  be  raised  to  practically 
100%  without  much  expense. 


FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT. 

There  are  44  workshops  in  the  district,  these  have  been  frequently  visited  ; 
in  13  cases  nuisances  were  discovered,  and  in  all  cases  remedied. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

f 

There  are  13  in  the  district,  including  I  underground  ;  these  have  also  been 
inspected  regularly,  and  have  been  found  to  be  in  good  condition. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

There  are  6  in  the  district ;  they  have  been  kept  in  a  fairly  satisfactory 
condition  and  frequently  visited  ;  in  only  1  case  was  any  contravention  of 
regulations  discovered.

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FOOD  SUPPLY. 

Systematic  supervision  is  now  practised  as  far  as  possible ;  5  animals 
have  been  seized,  and  20  articles  or  parcels  condemned. 

With  regard  to  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  which  is  administered  by  the 
County  Council  and  for  which  the  year  runs  from  April  1st  to  31st  of  March, 
the  figures  for  your  district  are: — 132  samples  taken,  1  adulteration; 
1  conviction. 

There  are  274  canal  boats  registered.  In  1 1  cases  contraventions  of  the 
regulations  were  discovered  and  remedied. 

Twenty-six  caravans  were  observed  during  the  year  ;  in  4  cases  nuisances 
existed  and  were  rectified. 

Cowsheds ,  Daries ,  and  Milkshops. — Mr.  Hancock  your  Veterinary  Inspector 
has  reported  to  you  with  respect  to  this  department. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  announce  that  a  Public  Mortuary  has  now 
been  provided.

Notes.  —  (a)  In  this  Table  all  deaths  of  “Residents”  occurring  in  public  institutions,  whether  within  or 
without  the  district,  are  to  be  inchtded  with  the  other  deaths  in  the  columns  for  the 
several  age  groups  (columns  2-8).  They  are  also,  in  co'umns  9-15,  to  be  included  among 
the  deaths  in  their  respective  “Localities”  according  to  the  previous  addresses  of  the 
deceased  as  given  by  the  Registrars.  Deaths  of  “Non-residents”  occurring  in  public 
institutions  in  the  district  are  in  like  manner  to  be  excluded  from  columns  2-8  and  9-15  of 
this  Table. 

(b)  See  notes  on  Table  I  as  to  the  meaning  of  “  Residents’  and  “  Non-residents  ”  and  as  to  the 
“  Public  Institutions  ”  to  be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of  these  Tables.  The 
“  Localities”  should  be  the  same  as  those  in  Tables  II  and  III. 


(c)  All  deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions  situated  within  the  district,  whether  of  “  Residents” 

or  of  “  Non-residents  ”  are,  in  addition  to  being  dealt  with  as  in  note  (a),  to  be  entered  in 
the  last  column  of  this  Table.  The  total  number  in  this  column  should  equal  the  figures 
for  the  year  in  column  9,  Table  I. 

(d)  The  total  deaths  in  the  several  “Localities”  in  columns  9-15  of  this  Table  should  equal 

those  for  the  year  in  the  same  localities  in  Table  II,  sub-columns  c.  The  total  deaths  at 
all  ages  in  column  2  of  this  Table  should  equal  the  gross  total  of  columns  9-15,  and  the 
figures  for  the  year  in  column  12  of  Table  I. 


( e )  Under  the  heading  of  “Diarrhoea”  are  to  be  included  deaths  certified  as  from  diarrhoea, 
alone  or  in  combination  with  some  other  cause  of  ill-defined  nature  ;  and  also  deaths 
certified  as  from 

Epidemic  enteritis  ; 

Zymotic  enteritis  ; 

Epidemic  diarrhoea.  Summer  diarrhoea  ; 

Dysentery  and  dysenteric  diarrhoea  ; 

Choleraic  diarrhoea,  cholera,  cholera  nostras 
(in  the  absence  of  Asiatic  cholera). 


Under  the  heading  of  “  Enteritis  ”  are  to  be  included  those  certified  as  from  Gastro-enteritis, 
Muco-enteritis,  and  Gastric  catarrh,  unless  from  information  obtained  by  enquiry  from  the 
certifying  practitioner  or  otherwise,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  should  have  reason  for 
including  such  deaths,  especially  those  of  infants,  under  the  specific  term  “Diarrhoea.” 
Deaths  from  diarrhoea  secondary  to  some  other  well-defined  disease  should  be  included 
under  the  latter. 


Under  the  headings  of  “Cancer”  and  “Puerperal  fever”  should  be  included  all  registered 
deaths  from  causes  comprised  within  these  general  terms. 


In  recording  the  facts  under  the  various  headings  of  Tables  I,  II,  III  and  IV, 
attention  has  been  given  to  the  notes  on  the  Tables. 
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
